REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments filed 03/21/2005 are persuasive regarding the prior art of record. To further 
amplify on claim 7, support from the specification regarding the starter cartridge base 
configuration is found on page 28 

"In the embodiment shown in FIG. 1 A, the starter cartridge, 56, has a 
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unique shape of the starter cartridge base, 56B, such that the shape of the 
base forms a toroidal recirculation region, 56T (seen best in FIG. 1G), for the 
air and fuel, to help stabilize combustion, after the cartridge with the 
combustible casing has burnt out. In alternate embodiments, the base of the 
cartridge may have any other shape, including a low-cost flat shape." 

For claims 1, 2, the starter cartridge in the combustion chamber section is not fairly 
taught in permissible combination with the rest of the claim limitations as Lee et al do not 
use two or more independent compressor spools.
